Sp read o v er d esks are situ atio n 
rep o rts, co ld cu p s o f co ffee an d half­ 
smo ked cigarettes. 
Ten sio n fills the ro o m. The fire 
situ atio n remain s critical, an d the lo n g 
ho u rs an d hard wo rk are begin n in g to 
sho w o n the faces o f crews who staff 
the cen ters 24 ho u rs a d ay . So me hav e 
been o n d u ty almo st co n stan tly sin ce 
last Thu rsd ay , when a sp ecial fire 
emergen cy p lan was p u t in to effect. 
The fire cen ter is a co o p erativ e 


effo rt o f fiv e fed eral agen cies — the 
U.S. Fo rest Serv ice, the Bu reau o f 
l,an d Man agemen t, the Bu reau o f 
In d ian Affairs, the Natio n al Park 
Serv ice an d the U.S. Fish an d Wild life 
Serv ice. 
Thro u gh it, men an d eq u ip men t are 
ro u ted to fight fires in Califo rn ia, 
Orego n , 
W ashin gto n , 
Alaska, 
Co lo rad o , Utah an d Arizo n a. 
“ This is the mo st cen tral lo catio n fo r 
large fo rest fire lo gistical su p p ly , 
man p o wer an d eq u ip men t to the 
western Un ited States. This is where 
the largest fo rest fires o ccu r an d 
where the n eed is the greatest," said 
the cen ter’s d irecto r, R.L. Bjo rn sen . 
On Mo n d ay , mo re than 1,000 ex ­ 
p erien ced firefighters 
were either 
waitin g at Bo ise o r en ro u te to the 
cen ter fo r d isp atchin g to o ther western 
p o in ts, said Arn o ld Hartigan , a fire 
in fo rmatio n o fficer. Sin ce Thu rsd ay , 
he said , n early 2,000 men had been 
d isp atched thro u gh the cen ter.

WASHINGTON (AP) — No crowds 
at the White House, no celebrations, no 
memorial services, not even a footnote 
on most calendars. 
It is, perhaps, a date destined to live 
in lim bo, neither cherished nor 
mourned. Three years ago today, 
President Richard M. Nixon resigned. 
He quit the White House with a teary 
speech and an unemotional letter. He 
left during a tumult that had come to 
encompass all Americans, but Gerald 
R. Ford, Hugh Scott and Peter Rodino 
more than most. 
Today, those three and the nation 
make no public observance of the date. 


So, too, for the former president, 
who quit with this letter now displayed 
in the National Archives, in a room 
next to the Constitution: "I hereby 
resign the Office of President of the 
United States.” 
He flew to California, where he 
remains, saying little except in paid- 
for television interviews. 
Scott, now retired, but then the 
Senate Republican leader, watched 
Gerald Ford sworn in on that day three 
years ago, then hurried out of the East 
Room, through the crowds that had 
stood vigil in all those final hours, and 
up to the Capitol. 
At his own office, he pulled out his 
finest gold-sealed stationery and he, 
too, wrote a letter that day, one of even 
greater brevity. Unlike Nixon’s letter 
to the secretary of state, Scott’s ad­ 
dressee did not require a zip code: 
The Honorable Jam es Madison 
"Sir: 
"It worked. 
"Sincerely, 
"Hugh Scott 
"United States Senator.” 
It was a therapeutic exercise, a sigh 
of relief shared by many, that the 
Constitution fathered by Madison and 
the system it ordained had functioned 
under the severest strain. 
So Air Force One, the Boeing 707 
bearing the tail number 27000, sits in 
her chocks at Warner-Robbins AFB, 
Ga., 
today, 
waiting 
to 
bring 
a 
president back to the White House 
rather than take one away forever as 
she did on this date in 1974. 
On Aug. 8, 1977, the anniversary of 
the day Nixon announced his intention 
to resign, Jim my Carter sat on the 
edge of a peanut field, pulled a 
penknife from his bluejeans and slit 
open several watermelons to share 
with bodyguards and reporters. 
He talked not of history or con­ 
stitutional crises but of the deer in that 
field, and the army worms, and his 
wife’s greatgreat-great-grandfather. 
The White House itself was quiet. 
There were normal public tours. The 
normal spiels by the guides. Nothing 
about "On this day ...” 
Gerald R. Ford, who learned at 
midday on Aug. 8, 1974 that he would 
become the nation’s first non-elected 
president, is at his retreat in Vail, 
Colo. 
He worked on his book. He played a 
round of golf. And no, he wouldn’t 
return a call about his thoughts con­ 
cerning 
the anniversary 
or 
its 
meaning, according to his secretary. 
Today, he was to leave Vail to go 
look at his new home — California, the 
state where Nixon lives. 
Peter Wallace Rodino, Democrat of 
New Jersey, never felt quite com­ 
fortable riding the crest of a tidal 
wave. If Nixon had not resigned, he 


would have delivered the opening 
speech on Aug. IO, 1974 for a virtually 
certain impeachment of the President. 
Then he 
would have been the 
prosecutor in the Senate. 
Rodino, chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, “is at home 
today, in the district, relaxing,” said 


an aide, almost laughingly. 
Rodino turned down consideration as 
Jimmy Carter’s running mate. And on 
Aug. IO, 1974, he celebrated by getting 
to the office as late as 9:45 a.m. 
The same was true today for the rest 
of the Congress, at home, relaxing. 
In Washington and across the land, 


people 
gathered 
around 
their 
television sets three years ago, first on 
the night of Aug. 8 to hear Nixon an­ 
nounce his resignation, not for crimes 
but for the loss of "a strong enough 
political base,” then on Aug. 9, for his 
farewell to the Cabinet and Ford’s 
swearing-in.

Center Sees Critical Fight 


BOISE, Idaho (AP) — The room has 
a panoramic view of the southern 
Idaho desert, but no one has time to 
enjoy it. Technicians scurry from 
radio consoles to maps of the western 
United States marked with big red X’s. 
Each X represents a forest fire. This 
is the "war room” of the Boise 
Interagency Fire Center, which is 
coordinating a battle against flames 
that have consumed nearly 2 million 
acres in seven states. 
Near the maps, each fire and its size 
is posted. On a large board nearby, the 
location of fire fighting aircraft is 
plotted. Voices are heard checking the 
location of men and equipment. 
Spread over desks are situation 
reports, cold cups of coffee and half­ 
smoked cigarettes. 
Tension fills tile room. The fire 
situation remains critical, and the long 
hours and hard work are beginning to 
show on the faces of crews who staff 
the centers 24 hours a day. Some have 
been on duty almost constantly since 
last Thursday, when a special fire 
emergency plan was put into effect. 
The fire center is a cooperative 


effort of five federal agencies — the 
U.S. Forest Service, the Bureau of 
Ixind Management, the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, the National Park 
Service and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 
Through it, men and equipment are 
routed to fight fires in California, 
Oregon, 
W ashington, 
Alaska, 
Colorado, Utah and Arizona. 
"This is the most central location for 
large forest fire logistical supply, 
manpower and equipment to the 
western United States. This is where 
the largest forest fires occur and 
where the need is the greatest,” said 
the center’s director, R.L. Bjornsen. 
On Monday, more than 1,000 ex­ 
perienced firefighters were either 
waiting at Boise or en route to the 
center for dispatching to other western 
points, said Arnold Hartigan, a fire 
information officer. Since Thursday, 
he said, nearly 2,000 men had been 
dispatched through the center. 


After the crews arrive at the center, 
they usually rest for 24 hours, receive 
training in the use of protective fire 


suits, then are airlifted to areas where 
more crews are needed. 
Crews from the East and Southeast 
have been summoned to augment the 
weary local firefighters, stretched thin 
as the blaze continues to spread. 
Several crews arrived early Monday 
morning from Knoxville, Tenn., and 
spent most of the day relaxing around 
the center, waiting for orders to head 
for a fire. 
Arthur Bradley of Laurel, Miss., 
said this was the seventh time he had 
flown west to fight fires. “I’ve fought 
fires in Montana, then in New Mexico 
... and last year we were in Virginia, 
Kentucky, then on that big one up in 
Michigan,” he said. 
The mess hall was full Monday as 
crews flown in the night before ate 
lunch and waited for the call to move 
out. They had come not only from 
Mississippi, but from national forest 
and Job Corps crews in North Carolina 
and Virginia, and from state divisions 
of forestry in Tennessee and Penn­ 
sylvania. 


Voter Registration 'Tip' Saves Drive 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - If 
Ohioans get a chance to vote this 
N ovem ber on w hether they can 
register and cast ballots on the same 
day, they will have an anonymous 
tipster to thank. 
The Ohioans for Preservation of 
Honest Elections (OPHE) received an 
unportant tip Monday as they were 
gathering up boxes of petitions bearing 
about 400,000 signatures. 
Those signing the documents claim 
they want to vote Nov. 8 on a con­ 
stitutional 
amendment that 
would 
forbid same-day voter registration. 
The am endm ent would instead 


require all voters to register at least 30 
days before an election and also would 
require registered voters who have not 
gone to the polls in four years to re­ 
register. 


The move is in response to a law 
passed by the Democrat majority in 
the legislature which allows same-day 
registration as well as permanent 
voter status. 


The OPHE had planned to file the 
petitions with Republican Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown this afternoon- 
right on the deadluie. But a phone call 
from Morgan County told the group 


that a retired teacher filed a suit in the 
county’s Common Pleas Court asking 
the judge to forbid the petitions’ filing. 


Judge Forrest MacDonald issued a 
14-day temporary restraining order 
against the group filing the petitions 
and against Brown accepting them. 


Brown said Monday he did not 
receive the order until after 4 p.m. and 
assumes it does not apply to the 
petitions filed before that time. OPHE 
officials agreed, claiming extra safety 
in that they filed the petitions about 20 
minutes before MacDonald’s order 
became official. 


l'he OPHE needed, according to 
Ohio’s law regarding constitutional 
amendments, 307,901 signatures to get 
the m atter on the ballot. If the 
signatures filed with Brown Monday 
are certified by local boards of elec­ 
tion, the issue might be before the 
voters Nov. 8, assuming no further 
court challenges. 
MacDonald also has issued an order 
forbidding the group from circulating 
the petitions in his county. The 5th 
District Court of Appeals last week 
struck down that order only to see

Rules Slow Aid To Needy 


IJ MA, Ohio (AP) — State officials 
disbursing a $13.3 million fund to help 
Ohio’s poor and elderly ov ercome the 
hardship of last winter's heating bills 
admit that strict eligibility rules are 
keeping many needy persons from 
qualify ing for grants. 
Ohioans hav e until Friday to apply 
for financial aid from a special federal 
program for those whose finances are 
still suffering from the high fuel costs 
of the winter. But not all needy persons 
will qualify . 
Viola, for ex ample, a 93-y ear-old 
Allen County resident liv ing on a $177- 
per-month in Social Security , had 
winter heating bills as high a s $77 per 
month. She alway s managed to pay 
those bills on time, but her application 
is one of thousands that has been 
turned down 
under terms of the 
Special Crisis Interv ention Program. 
Allen County welfare director Neal 
Sprang said the woman, like many 
other Ohioans, was unable to prov e 
that pay ments of winter utility bills put 
her in “ dire financial need.” 
The gov ernment’s definition of dire 
need requires the person be in danger 
of hav ing utilities shut off, be in need of 
food or medicine, or be in danger of 


ev iction. 
While the max imum pay ment is 
$250, those who sacrificed to pay 
heating bills and who are now suf­ 
fering other hardships can collect up to 
$50. 
"We may not reach as many people 
as intended, especially those like Viola 
with the integrity and honesty to pay 
their bills,” said Sprang. 
They ca n’t prov e dire financial need 
at this time, ev en though they suffered 
a hardship this winter,” he said. 
The v iew was shared by 
J ean 
Adkins, program planner for the state 
department of public welfare, which is 
administering the program for the 
federal Economic and Community 
Dev elopment branch of the Depart­ 
m ent of H ea lth, 
Educa tion and 
Welfare. 
"The program signed into law in 
early May has come too far after the 
need,” said Ms. Adkins, who prefers 
that designation. 
“ Most hav e solv ed their bill pay ing 
problems. We hav e had people take out 
loans and we ca n’t say they are in dire 
financial need, a s a result,” she said. 
The welfare department is “ try ing to 
be as lenient as possible” she added.

Bib lica l Se xism

NEW YORK — A committee of 24 
scholars is currently at work on a new 
edition of the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible - attempting to 
eliminate some of the pro-masculine 
language therein. 
It will not be an easy job to delete 
“ sexism” from the Bible. Because, let 
us face it, the original authors of The 
Good Book did not conceive of women 
as equals or even runners-up. 
Beginning with Genesis, woman was 
established as springing from man, 
and as being the instigator of original 
sin. Women are told: 
“ I will greatly multiply your pain m 
childbirth. In pain you shall bring forth 
children; yet your desire shall be for 
your husband, and he shall rule over 
you.” 
From that point onward, the Bible is 
laden with adventures which stress 
m an’s superiority and women’s 
subservience. The men accomplished 
great deeds of good and evil. The 
women begat them. CAN IT B E 
DONE? 
In fact, the depth of the feelings of 
women’s inferiority are rooted in the 
Judeo-Christian tradition. 
The Koran didn’t help the women’s 
cause either. It states: “ Men shall 
have the pre-eminence above women, 
because of those advantages wherein 
God hath caused the one of them to 
excel the other.” 
Nevertheless, according to a recent 
report in the New York Times, the 
biblical scholars are attempting to 
make inroads into the prejudicial 
language which exists in the world’s 
best-selling book. 
Dr. Bruce M. Metzger, professor of 
New 
Testament 
language 
and 
literature at Princeton Theological 
Seminary, heads the group charged 
with getting the new edition into print 
by the mid-1980s. 
Exam ples of 
potential changes are listed: 
“ The committee will retain the word 
‘man’ in the phrases ‘A man had 100 
sheep’ and Man planted a vineyard’ — 
because in first-century Christianity, 
the shepherds and farmers were, in 
fact, males. 
“ On the other hand, in Matthew 
22:13, in place of there men will weep 
and gnash their teeth,’ the committee 
prefers ‘weeping will be there and 
gnashing of teeth.’ ” 
This, 
apparently, 
is 
an 
acknowledgement that women were 
capable of crying and gnashing as well 
as men. 
In 
Romans 5:7, instead of the 
original phrase “ one will hardly die for 
a righteous man,” the committee is 
proposing “ for someone who is 
righteous.” This apparently is con­ 
sidered 
a 
marked 
step forward; 
conceding, in effect, that females 
could be as guiltless and morally 
correct as males. 
Sim ilarly, where the First Psalm 
reads “ blessed is the man who walks 
not in the counsel of the wicked,” 
women will be included in the realm of 
the blessed if the proposed change to 
“ blessed are those” is approved. 
Dr. Metzger is reported as saying 


guidelines to determine masculine- 
biased biblical language. First and 
most important is the elimination of 
certain masculine expressions not 
found in the original texts, but in­ 
troduced by early translators (who 
apparently may have been more 
prejudiced against women, or at least 
less concerned about them, than the 
original authors). Second, the com­ 
mittee will not alter any passages 
which reflect a historical situation in 
which was obviously a “ masculine- 
oriented“ and “ male-dominated” 
society. 


Oh, yes, women were truly put down 
in biblical times, though they didn't 
realize it. A women professor of 
Political Science, Dr. Susan Leeson, 
believes the ancient 
authorities 
established second-class citizenship 
for females centuries ago “ when a 
division of labor was based on physical 
strength as a necessary condition of 
survival.” 


The printed odds against us began 
with the Bible, and continued until 
very recently. 
“ The ancient Greek histories were 
also male-dominance-oriented," Dr. 
I^ eeson points out. Xenophon said: 
“ War, politics and public speaking are 
the sphere of man; that of a woman is 
to keep house, to stay at home, and to 


receive and attend her husband.” 
Finally, comes the Revolution. The 
Am erican 
Revolution, and John 
Adams speaks of women . . . “ Their 
delicacy renders them unfit for 
practice and experience in the great 
businesses of life, and the hardy en­ 
terprises of war, as well as the arduous 
cares of state. Besides, their attention 
is so much engaged with the necessary 
nurture of their children that nature 
had made them fittest for domestic 
cares.” 
Given all the centuries of religious, 
social and political tradition of 
degrading woman into subservient 
roles, Dr. I^ eson felt it should be 
obvious that not even the most militant 
movement toward true sexual equality 
will succeed in the near future. Abe 
Lincoln freed the slaves, and the 
Supreme Court ordered equality - but 
it is a long, long, long time between 
rulings and realities. Until there are 
fundamental 
changes 
in 
our 
traditional beliefs, equality cannot 
exist. 
The rewording of the Bible could be a 
beginning of the fundamental change - 
but the male scholars are slow and 
meticulous and one wonders how long 
it will take the message to get across to 
a populace hung up on reading about 
the joys of sex - a concept which may 
be intrinsically more sexist than the 
Bible, itself. . . .

NEW YORK (A P) - Among the 
items expected to be included in 
President Carter’s tax package is one 
that in some instances would double 
the tax on long-term capital gains, a 
measure that some say will set off an 
explosion of controversy.

socalled capital gains aren’t real. 
An individual who wishes to sell one 
$35,000 house and buy another of the 
same price, for example, might find he 
couldn’t afford to do so. Assuming the 
house now owned was bought five 
years ago for $25,000, inflation had 
added $10,000, the homeowner would 
find himself after taxes with far less 
than $35,000, unless he managed to 
avail himself of a little known section 
of the tax code. 


From one point of view, therefore, it 
would seem that the capital gains tax 
should be adjusted for inflation in 
order to end the practice of assessing 
taxes on unreal, paper profits. Instead, 
the assessment would be raised. 


Other critics argue that capital gains 
are a special form of income, in which 
a greater degree of risk is assumed 
than is taken on by those with an 
assured income. A capital gains in­ 
vestor, it is pointed out, has a greater 
chance of losing. 


But, it might be countered, the 
capital gainer stands to make an oc­ 
casional killing and, if not that, then a 
fairly substantial reward. It’s the old 
risk-reward ratio; as risk rises, so 
does the size of the potential reward. 
Another argument for continuing the 
capital gains tax is that the country 
needs it. That is, new investments 
must be encouraged if the economy is 
to expand and make jobs available for 
a growing population. 
The question probably isn’t so much 
whether capital gains are desirable or 
undesirable, but why some of the most 
powerful financial entities in the land 
haven’t spoken out yet, for or against. 
That in itself has the ingredients of 
still another debate.

Some of the 
characteristics of this condition are 
rigidity of the muscles, weakness of 
the muscles and a tremor of the hands. 
The fixed facial expression is em­ 
phasized by a wide-eyed, unblinking, 
staring appearance of the eyes. 
I mention these characteristics 
because the lack of mobility of the 
facial muscles often gives observers 
the false impression that the victim of 
this disorder is not bright or in­ 
tellectually alert. There is NO 
relationship between the mental 
faculties and this disorder. 
The cause for Parkinson’s disease is 
being 
studied 
by 
scientists 
everywhere. Each lead is pursued in 
the hope that eventually it can be 
prevented. It is thought that there may 
be a genetic factor involved. Enzyme 
defects and infections by viruses are 
also being considered. 
After a severe infection of the brain 


(encephalitis), Parkinsonism is known 
to occur. 
Advances in the treatm ent of 
Parkinson’s disease have been very 
dramatic. 
The drug, levodopa (L- 
dopa), and its variations have im­ 
proved the quality of life for patients 
suffering with the disease. 


I had an attack of rheumatic fever at 
the age of 12. Does this mean that all 
my life I will be more susceptible to 
this type of infection?

Dear Miss R.: 
One attack of rheumatic fever does 
not make a person more susceptible to 
this infection. 


If an infection was originally 
responsible for the condition it must, of 
course, be eliminated. The strep­ 
tococcus germ, most responsible for 
rheumatic fever, may be harbored in 
chronically diseased tonsils, teeth, 
sinuses and other areas of the body. 


Since this germ can be destroyed by 
penicillin and other antibiotics, in­ 
tensive treatment can prevent possible 
recurrences of rheumatic fever. For 
this reason, many physicians insist 
that their patients remain on regular 
doses of antibiotics for long periods of 
time.

Given all the centuries of religious, 
social and political tradition of 
degrading woman into subservient 
roles, Dr. Leeson felt it should be 
obvious that not even the most militant 
movement toward true sexual equality 
will succeed in the near future. Abe 
Lincoln freed the slaves, and the 
Supreme Court ordered equality - but 
it is a long, long, long time between 
rulings and realities. Until there are

traditional beliefs, equality cannot 
exist. 
The rewording of the Bible could be a 
beginning of the fundamental change - 
but the male scholars are slow and 
meticulous and one wonders how long 
it will take the message to get across to 
a populace hung up on reading about 
the joys of sex - a concept which may 
be intrinsically more sexist than the 
Bible, itself. . . .

NEW YORK (AP) - Among the 
items expected to be included in 
President Carter’s tax package is one 
that in some instances would double 
the tax on long-term capital gains, a 
measure that some say will set off an 
explosion of controversy. 
Don’t bet on it. The President’s 
feelings on the matter have been 
known for a long time, but so far the 
feelings of those likely to be affected 
haven’t been ignited. If there’s a fuse 
on this one it must be wet. 
Nevertheless, the very notion of 
making capital gains less attractive is 
bound 
to 
have 
an 
impact 
on 
homeowners, investors, industry, the 
economy. Potentially, it is as con­ 
troversial as any tax matter in several 
years. 
In an attempt to make the tax code 
fairer and simpler, those behind the 
idea say that long-term capital gains, 
such as you would make from the sale 
of a house or stocks, should be taxed as 
ordinary income instead of at one-half 
that rate. 
That undoubtedly would simplify the 
tax forms, which are made complex 
and longer by the need to account 
separately for capital gains. But 
whether they would then be fairer is 
another matter. 
First off, some say the tax already is 
a tax on an illusion. That is, with in­ 
flation running 6 or 7 per cent on 
average for several years now, many

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socalled capital gains aren’t real. 
An individual who wishes to sell one 
$35,000 house and buy another of the 
same price, for example, might find he 
couldn’t afford to do so. Assuming the 
house now owned was bought five 
years ago for $25,000, inflation had 
added $10,000, the homeowner would 
find himself after taxes with far less 
than $35,000, unless he managed to 
avail himself of a little known section 
of the tax code. 


From one point of view, therefore, it 
would seem that the capital gains tax 
should be adjusted for inflation in 
order to end the practice of assessing 
taxes on unreal, paper profits. Instead, 
the assessment would be raised. 


Other critics argue that capital gains 
are a special form of income, in which 
a greater degree of risk is assumed 
than is taken on by those with an 
assured income. A capital gains in­ 
vestor, it is pointed out, has a greater 
chance of losing. 


But, it might be countered, the 
capital gainer stands to make an oc­ 
casional killing and, if not that, then a 
fairly substantial reward. It’s the old 
risk-reward ratio; as risk rises, so 
does the size of the potential reward. 
Another argument for continuing the 
capital gains tax is that the country 
needs it. That is, new investments 
must be encouraged if the economy is 
to expand and make jobs available for 
a growing population. 
The question probably isn’t so much 
whether capital gains are desirable or 
undesirable, but why some of the most 
powerful financial entities in the land 
haven’t spoken out yet, for or against. 
That in itself has the ingredients of 
still another debate.

$2 million were approved. 
Ray attributes the increase to the 
numbers of women moving into 
business management and ownership 
for the first time.

Speaking Of Your Health

Two people in our family have 
Parkinson’s disease. They’re both 
being treated with the new drugs and 
are holding their own. Is there 
anything new in discovering the cause 
of Parkinson’s? 
Mrs. I. H., Wis. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
Parkinson’s disease, or “ shaking 
palsy,” is a complex disorder of the 
central nervous system. Some of the 
characteristics of this condition are 
rigidity of the muscles, weakness of 
the muscles and a tremor of the hands. 
The fixed facial expression is em­ 
phasized by a wide-eyed, unblinking, 
staring appearance of the eyes. 
I mention these characteristics 
because the lack of mobility of the 
facial muscles often gives observers 
the false impression that the victim of 
this disorder is not bright or in­ 
tellectually alert. There is NO 
relationship between the mental 
faculties and this disorder. 
The cause for Parkinson’s disease is 
being 
studied 
by 
scientists 
everywhere. Each lead is pursued in 
the hope that eventually it can be 
prevented. It is thought that there may 
be a genetic factor involved. Enzyme 
defects and infections by viruses are 
also being considered. 
After a severe infection of the brain 


(encephalitis), Parkinsonism is known 
to occur. 
Advances in the treatment of 
Parkinson’s disease have been very 
dramatic. 
The drug, levodopa (L- 
dopa), and its variations have im­ 
proved the quality of life for patients 
suffering with the disease. 


I had an attack of rheumatic fever at 
the age of 12. Does this mean that all 
my life I will be more susceptible to 
this type of infection? 
MissD. E. R.,Ohio 
Dear Miss R .: 
One attack of rheumatic fever does 
not make a person more susceptible to 
this infection. 


If an infection was originally 
responsible for the condition it must, of 
course, be eliminated. The strep­ 
tococcus germ, most responsible for 
rheumatic fever, may be harbored in 
chronically diseased tonsils, teeth, 
sinuses and other areas of the body. 


Since this germ can be destroyed by 
penicillin and other antibiotics, in­ 
tensive treatment can prevent possible 
recurrences of rheumatic fever. For 
this reason, many physicians insist 
that their patients remain on regular 
doses of antibiotics for long periods of 
time.

Energy Bill Raises Political Voltage 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Whatever 
the massive energy bill may do for the 
country’s supplies of fuel and power, it 
has already raised the political voltage 
of a high-level golf rivalry. 
The rivals are former President 
Gerald R. Ford and House Speaker 
Thomas P. “Tip” O’Neill. They have 
been close friends and dedicated 
political and golfing opponents since 
they served as floor leaders for their 
respective parties in the House. 
As the House went into its final 
arguments on the bill, a reporter told 
O’Neill that Ford had said Congress 
would be working on the legislation 
until Christmas. 
“Where did he say that? At the 
seventh hole in Vail?” rumbled 
O’Neill, whose bulldozing through the 
legislative thickets had brought the 
immensely ramified bill to the floor in 
astonishingly short time. 
Then O’Neill disclosed he and Ford 
had agreed on a highly visible match 
Aug. 17 in Sun Valley, Idaho, as part of 
a benefit meet for multiple sclerosis 
research and treatment. 


And the speaker said he will be 
bringing more than his clubs to the 
meeting with the former president. 
“I’ll hand him a copy of the House- 
passed bill,” he said.

“It was unrealistic to get a two- 
thirds vote,” Harsh said. “With every 
person eligible to vote, it depends on a 
majority of the people who don’t 
depend on the cattle business for 
major part of their income.” Under 
rules set by Congress, any person who 
raised even one beef or dairy cow 
during 1976 could vote. 
Harsh preferred a majority for 
approval but Congress included the 
two-thirds rule with the recom ­ 
mendation of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. An official of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation said 
there probably would never have been 
a referendum without American Farm 
Bureau support. 
Reacting to comments that the two- 
thirds requirement killed chances for 
passage, an Ohio Farm Bureau official 
said, “Cattlemen agreed to the bill as 
it passed the Congress and if they felt 
as they say they felt, they shouldn’t 
have supported the bill. This is no time 
to blame the farm bureau.” 
Both the American Farm Bureau 
and Ohio Farm Bureau stayed neutral 
during the referendum campaign, 
although some county farm bureau 
leaders supported it unofficially. 
Some farm leaders maintain it 
wasn’t the two-thirds rule that 
defeated the issue so much as fears the 
money would be too much to handle. 
They also expressed concern about 
wasted funds and that a highly-paid 
bureaucracy would be set up to spend 
it.

quality. Peaches should be fairly firm 
or firm, but not hard. 
Due to their high perishable nature, 
peaches are most frequently picked in 
a mature hard stage for long distance 
shipment and may arrive on the 
market too firm for immediate use. A 
creamy or yellowish background color 
usually indicates that such peaches 
will ripen in a reasonably satisfactory 
manner. 
However, 
peaches are 
sometimes picked so immature that 
they cannot ripen. Such fruit will 
shrivel or become flabby, with the 
flesh tough, rubbery and lacking in 
flavor. 
Bruised fruit may involve excessive 
waste. Bruised flesh is usually soft and 
discolored and even though the outer 
skin covering the bruise may not be 
discolored.

PARIS (AP) — An experimental 
three-mile Paris Promenade meant to 
provide 
safe 
passagew ay 
for 
pedestrians is threatening to backfire 
in a politically-charged cloud of auto 
exhaust fumes. 
The Aug. 2-16 experiment, initiated 
by Mayor Jacques Chirac, has closed 
some streets to traffic from the Arch of 
Triumph to Notre Dame Cathedral 
along the scenic Seine River. 
So far, the scheme had drawn praise 
from pedestrians and snarls from 
drivers who sit steaming behind idling 
engines in traffic jams around the 
promenade. 
Premier Raymond Barre himself 
was trapped in traffic for 25 minutes 
recently near the fenced-off Place de 
la Concorde along with thousands of 
other motorists trying to make their 
way home. 
Paris is usually quiet in August when 
most residents escape the sweltering 
city on their summer vacations, but 
this year the city is alive with con­ 
troversy over the promenade. 
Chirac, sensitive to voter feelings 
just eight months before legislative 
elections in which the Communist- 
Socialist alliance is expected to make 
large gains, said Friday his ad­ 
ministration is monitoring develop­ 
ments daily. 
If traffic becomes too snarled, 
Chirac noted, the promenade route will 
be altered to clear congestion. He said 
the situation has improved after initial 
problems.

Assem bly Accomplishments M any

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Despite 
their political differences. Republican 
Gov, James A, Rhodes and the veto- 
proof Democratic legislature have 
cooperated 
this 
year 
on 
some 
problems. 
The biggest was a balanced, no-new- 
taxes budget for the 1977-1979 bien­ 
nium, with Rhodes providing the 
“ working” 
document 
and 
the 
legislature making a few priority 
shifts but leaving it otherwise pretty 
much intact. 
Rhodes, in his annual “ state of the 
state” speech to a joint session Jan. 12, 
called for 14 specific measures. Only 
one — a bill to crack down on cigarette 
bootlegging — was enacted, and that 
was under Democratic sponsorship. 
Sim ilarly, several other guber­ 
natorial proposals found their way into 
law, after being amended all or in part 
into Democratic measures. 
Two programs espoused by both the 
governor and Democrats have passed 
the House and are pending in the 
Senate where they could be further 
considered after the legislature’s 
return Sept. 19. 


One sets up a system to review 
Ohio's proliferation of agencies and 
commissions— with an eye toward 
weeding out unneeded bureaucracy— 
and the other gives tax breaks to in­ 
dustries 
which shift from 
scarce 
natural gas to alternate fuels. 


The biggest disappointment of the 
administration, says Craig Zimpher, 
legislative liaison for the governor, has 
been lack of progress on a four-bill 
package to spur industrial develop­ 


ment 
in 
blighted 
areas. 
Those 
measures remain at the hearing stage, 
and another Rhodes proposal, to aid 
port development, is under study in a 
House subcommittee. 
Other administration bills, either not 
yet heard or given only cursory 
review, would deny pensions to public 
employes 
convicted 
of 
crimes, 
strengthen state securities laws, allow 
county prosecutors to go after con­ 
sumer fraud, and establish a division 
of credit unions in the commerce 
department. 
Among the 14 proposals also were 
those calling for married Ohioans to 
receive joint filing credits under the 
state income tax, and requiring bills 
introduced in the legislature to be 
accompanied 
by 
fiscal 
impact 
statements. They found their way into 
majority Democrats’ budget language 
bill. 


In his Jan. 12 speech, Rhodes called 
for modernization of bureau of motor 
vehicle laws “ by computerizing its 
operations and distributing license 
plates in a manner more convenient to 
Ohio’s drivers.” In 1979, drivers will be 
able to buy them by mail, as a result of 
a new law. 
Rhodes called for programs to 
strengthen services to Ohio senior 
citizens. Two bills emerged from the 
House and went to the Senate, although 
not specifically at Rhodes’ request. 
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One would give Ohioans 65 and over, 
and the disabled, 25 per cent discounts 
on winter heating bills, while the other 
would give statutory sanction to a 
program under which senior citizens 
get discounts on merchandise from 
participating merchants, with their 
“ Golden Buckeye” cards. 


Clinics To G ain 
In A p p alach ia Bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C. f AP) - Clinics 
in the Appalachian region stand to gain 
if a biU to give rural clinics use of 
Medicare funds to hire employes is 
passed by Congress.

Washington, D.C., said the bill would 
permit clinics in medically un­ 
derserved areas which employ nurses 
and physician assistants to be reim­ 
bursed by Medicare. 
Forty of the commission’s 240 
primary care clinics lose their 
eligibility for ARC support this year,’ 
and will face deficits if Medicare does 
not pay a percentage of their casts.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Despite 
their political differences, Republican 
Gov. James A. Rhodes and the veto- 
proof Democratic legislature have 
cooperated this year on 
some 
problems. 
The biggest was a balanced, no-new- 
taxes budget for the 1977-1979 bien­ 
nium, with Rhodes providing the 
“ working” 
document 
and 
the 
legislature making a few priority 
shifts but leaving it otherwise pretty 
much intact. 
Rhodes, in his annual “state of the 
state” speech to a joint session Jan. 12, 
called for 14 specific measures. Only 
one — a bill to crack down on cigarette 
bootlegging — was enacted, and that 
was under Democratic sponsorship. 
Sim ilarly, several other guber­ 
natorial proposals found their way into 
law, after being amended all or in part 
into Democratic measures. 
Two programs espoused by both the 
governor and Democrats have passed 
the House and are pending in the 
Senate where they could be further 
considered after the legislature’s 
return Sept. 19. 
One sets up a system to review 
Ohio’s proliferation of agencies and 
commissions— with an eye toward 
weeding out unneeded bureaucracy— 
and the other gives tax breaks to in­ 
dustries which shift from scarce 
natural gas to alternate fuels. 
The biggest disappointment of the 
administration, says Craig Zimpher, 
legislative liaison for the governor, has 
been lack of progress on a four-bill 
package to spur industrial develop­ 


ment in blighted areas. Those 
measures remain at the hearing stage, 
and another Rhodes proposal, to aid 
port development, is under study in a 
House subcommittee. 
Other administration bills, either not 
yet heard or given only cursory 
review, would deny pensions to public 
employes 
convicted 
of 
crimes, 
strengthen state securities laws, allow 
county prosecutors to go after con­ 
sumer fraud, and establish a division 
of credit unions in the commerce 
department. 
Among the 14 proposals also were 
those calling for married Ohioans to 
receive joint filing credits under the 
state income tax, and requiring bills 
introduced in the legislature to be 
accompanied 
by 
fiscal 
impact 
statements. They found their way into 
majority Democrats’ budget language 
bill. 
In his Jan. 12 speech, Rhodes called 
for modernization of bureau of motor 
vehicle laws “by computerizing its 
operations and distributing license 
plates in a manner more convenient to 
Ohio’s drivers.” In 1979, drivers will be 
able to buy them by mail, as a result of 
a new law. 
Rhodes called for programs to 
strengthen services to Ohio senior 
citizens. Two bills emerged from the 
House and went to the Senate, although 
not specifically at Rhodes’ request. 
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One would give Ohioans 65 and over, 
and the disabled, 25 per cent discounts 
on winter heating bills, while the other 
would give statutory sanction to a 
program under which senior citizens 
get discounts on merchandise from 
participating merchants, with their 
“Golden Buckeye” cards.

In Appalachia Bill 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (AP) - Clinics 
in the Appalachian region stand to gain 
if a bill to give rural clinics use of 
Medicare funds to hire employes is 
passed by Congress. 
Officials 
of

Appalachian 
Regional Commission, based in 
Washington, D.C., said the bill would 
permit clinics in medically un­ 
derserved areas which employ nurses 
and physician assistants to be reim­ 
bursed by Medicare. 
Forty of the commission’s 240 
prim ary care clinics lose their 
eligibility for ARC support this year,' 
and will face deficits if Medicare does 
not pay a percentage of their costs.

Koufax nohitter. Now it was Ernie 
Banks entering the Hall of Fame. 
“ He had the movements of a great 
watch,” Judy Johnson, a Hall of 
Famer himself, said about Banks. 


“ You set it today and it keeps perfect 
time. “ Banks was one of the best 
baseball competitors we’ve ever had. I 
have never heard any bad remarks 
about him. He was and is a gen­ 
tleman.” 


The crowd in the tree-shaded park 
agreed. One fan held up a sign 
proclaiming “ America Loves Ernie 
Banks.” 
Also receiving plaques at the 
dedication ceremonies were A1 Ix>pez, 
Joe Sewell, Amos Rusie, Martin Dihigo 
and John Henry “ Pop" Lloyd, swelling 
the Hall’s membership to 163.
